It is operated by a piston 
driven by special cartridges and 
in one fifth of .2 second it takea

When clear of the plane 
Lynch will jetison his “chair” 
and release a small parachute to 
check his specd, after which he 
will open the normal canopy and 
float down in the usual way. 

It is thought possible that he 
may have to withstand a force 
23 times that of gravity and :doc- 
tors have said they do-not know 
exactly what effect these pres- 
sures will. have.
